TIJUANA, Mex.—Her home is an 
eight-by-six foot concrete cell. She 
will serve the rest of her life behind the 
walls of La Mesa Prison. 


But unlike 1,600 prisoners— 
including thieves, murderers and 
prostitutes — serving time for crimes, 
Mercedario Sister Antonia is serving 
the Lord. 

REACHING OUT, this woman 

touches them all. 
Sister Antonia, who has been at the 
prison for three years, works in an 
atmosphere where narcotics use, 
rape and even death are common 
occurrences. She constantly meets 
despair and suffering. 


Tending to spiritual needs, she also 


_ seeks to relieve physical suffering as - 
well. She is responsible for many of 


the donations the prisoners receive, 


including clothing, shoes, blankets 
and medicine. :

UNITED NATIONS — After lengthy debate in the wake of 
the visit of Pope John Paul Il, the United Nations General 
Assembly recommended that child welfare programs 
promoted by the International Year of the Child be 
continued and strengthened in the future. 


BOSTON — New England’s Catholic and Lutheran 
bishops and presidents have issued a joint pastoral letter 
calling on their respective parishes to work more closely 
together during 1980, the 450th anniversary of the 
Augsburg Confession, issued by Lutheran reformers in 
1530 to make known their protests against the church in 
Rome. 


TEHUANTEPEC, Mexico—The Indian Affairs 
Committee of the Mexican Bishops’ Conference 
denounced what it called a series of attacks by authorities 
on Indian farmers defending their land rights. 


CHINANDEGA, Nicaragua—The assassination of 
Father Roger Sandoval Jarquin, a parish pastor and 
acknowledged Sandinista, has been strongly condemned 
by government and church leaders.

The 86 
percent favorable rating given to the pope by Americans is 
one of the highest ever in the 28-year history of the Gallup 
organization.

SAN DIEGO—Educa- 
tional ministry in the 
diocese has been reorgan- 
ized to increase its efficien- 
cy and effectiveness, 


“according to Father William 


Elliott, vicar for education. 


Father Elliott said the 
reorganization was an 


. attempt to use resources 


more effectively by avoid- 
ing duplication of activities 
and efforts and making 
sure all areas received 
attention in programming. 

“FORMERLY, each pro- 
gram had its own advisory 
committee and each fo- 
cused on activities only in 
that office,” Father Elliott 


said. . 


“As a result there was no 
group with a broader vision 
responsible for integrating 
the programs conducted by 
the separate offices.” 


That broader vision has 
been achieved by having a 
single board responsible 
for all the educational 
programs, according to 
Father Elliott. : 

“THIS improves commu- 
nication between programs 
and the people served by 
the programs, eliminates 
costly duplication and 
reduced the likelihood that 
any areas of educational 
ministry will be overlooked 
or neglected,” he said. 


In 1976, the diocesan 
Synod recommended that 


Father William Elliott 


all educational programs 
be placed under a single 
board and function within a 
single department, accord- 
ing to Father Elliott. 


The recommendation 
was. approved by Bishop 
Leo T. Maher in 1976. 


FATHER ELLIOTT said 
the purpose of the board is 
to assist the bishop in 
policy formation and 
‘evaluation. 


“The board has no 
authority apart from the 
bishop, but when policy 
‘resolutions are approved by 
the bishop they become 
binding on all diocesan and 
parish boards, committees, 
administrators and staff,”

Another purpose of the 
board is to review and 
recommend to the bishop 


‘the budgets of all the 


offices of the department. 


THE BOARD also serves 
the important’ function of 
assuring substantive and 
procedural due process in 
all educational matters. 


The ‘new board has 18 


‘voting members. Each 


deanery is represented by 
the dean and a lay person. 
There are also two at large 
members. 

The board meets at 4 
p.m. on the second Ttfes- 
day of each month. The 
meetings are open to the 
public. 


THE BOARD has four 


standing committees. | 


Three of them have respon- 
sibility for all educational 
programs serving a given 
age level.

The issue of the undocu- 
mented worker was de- 
scribed as “a problem in a 
great big area with a line 
drawn across it.” 


Other issues discussed 
included a need for re- 
search and the establish- 
ment of practical guide- 
lines as weil as an analysis 
of undocumented workers 
and ministry to their needs. 


“ITS AN issue of -real 
concern because of the 
closeness to the border,” 
said Father Blethen. “We 
want to build bridges, not 
fences.” 


Father Deck criticized 
pastoral approaches in the 
past, calling them “impos- 
sible.” Attempts to perpetu- 
ate a “little Mexico” or 
ignoring the situation will 
not work, he said.

“We need this coopera- 
tion of the Mexican church 
and the United States 
church to establish an 
effective pastoral ap- 
proach,” Father Deck said. 


“ONE OF OUR major 
tasks is to educate our 
priests, laity and sisters. We 
have to look at both sides 
and work together with the 
people. Our problems are 
so inter-related both sides 
must tackle them. 


“This problem is not 
going to go away,” Father 
Deck added. ‘‘It’s an 
economic reality and this 
interrelationship will be 
with us for years to come.”

Family doesn’t need government ‘help’ 


The political naivete of American 
Catholics, as well as our inclination to 
accept the bones thrown to us by politicians 
with a whimper of gratitude and a wag of our 
tails, is well proved by the way political 
leaders treat their Catholic constituents. 


In the course of a campaign for office they 
will promise aid to Catholic schools and 
profess their personal conviction against 
abortion only to reverse those positions 
after taking office with the votes of thankful 
Catholics safely in their pockets. 


President Carter, already embroiled in a 
re-election campaign, is again following the 
same techniques that he and his 
predecessors have found so successful. 


The president is aware of a rising tide of 
concern among Catholics and other 
Americans about the deterioration of family 


life and he has announced his vote-getting. 


solution, the creation of an Office for the 


Family within the Department of Health and . 


Welfare (already divorced from Education 
to pay the same kind of political homage to 
. the public school lobby.) 


The government is not the solution to 
family problems, it is the cause. 


relationships that make strong family life 
possible. Programs are mandated in the 
schools that teach values in human 
sexuality that are opposed to the teaching 
that a child receives from father and mother 
and replaces it with other more secular 
values. 


The government has ejures the 
relationship between husband and wife by 
insisting that their child—at least until 
birth—belongs only to the wife. The 


‘government has taken away from parents

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In 1773, the Society of Jesus was 
suppressed by Pope Clement XIV and the 


Jesuit missions in New Spain were 
entrusted to other religious orders. Those 
in Baja California were turned over to the 
Franciscans who, a few years later, 
transferred them to the Dominicans. 


Upon their arrival, the Dominicans were 
commissioned by the king to establish five 
coastal missions in the northern part of 
Baja California. 


THE PURPOSE for the coastal missions 
was basically strategic and military. They 
were to become a part of the defense 
system whose missions and presidios 
brought Christianity and civilization to 
numerous aboriginals and ‘effectively 
prevented encroachments by the English, 
French and Russians. 


The Dominicans founded coastal 
missions in Rosario, Santo Domingo, San 
Vicente, San. Miguel and Santo Tomas. 
Then they established two additional 
outposts in the mountain area, namely 
San Pedro Martir and Santa Catalina. 


The period of growth for the Dominican 
missions occurred between 1774 and 
1804, when the peninsula was separated 
politically from Alta California. During 
those three decades 79 Dominicans 
labored in the area.

In the 50. years after 1805, only 15 
additional friars came to the peninsula. 
The sharp reduction in their number can 
be attributed to a number of causes. 


TO BEGIN. WITH, after the political 
separation of the Californias, the 
peninsula no longer enjoyed any strategic 
value and Spain shifted its interest to Alta 
California. 


Secondly, the Mexican Revolution in 
1810 severely complicated the process- 
ing of new recruits for missionary 
endeavors. 


Thirdly, the “reforms” of the Mexican 
Empire, introduced in 1822, practically 
dealt a death blow to mission life. Though 
the Indians remained under the general 
supervision of the friars, they were freed 
from any constraints of work and 
residence. 


Fourthly, the secularization movements 
of 1825, 1830, and 1833 gradually 
dispensed the Indians from all remaining 
form of accountability to the friars. 


AFTER 1822, there were no resident 
ministers at Rosario, Santo Domingo and 
San Miguel and, after 1925, San Vicente 
was without a priest. In 1839, San Pedro 
was sacked by the Indians and, the 
following year, Santa Catalina was burned.

Will there be more changes in the Mass? 


Q: Is it true that there are going to be still 
more changes in the Mass? 


A: It was and sometimes still is painful 
and distressing to adapt to the new “way” 
of offering Mass. Just recently, for 
example, the. editor of one priests’ 
magazine begged in an editorial that 
bishops please declare a moratorium on 
changes for at least 20 years. 


What's going to happen is this: The 
Bishops Committee on the Liturgy passed 
a resolution, “Whereas there are requests 
and needs to restudy the place, role and 
function of the various elements of the 
present Order of Mass; and whereas it is 
the belief that no changes should be 
introduced piecemeal into the Order of the 
Mass at this time, be it resolved that: 


“The Bishops Committee on the Liturgy 
initiate at once a three-year study of the 
ritual elements of the Order of Mass with 
the view of future adaptations apropos to 
the Catholic Church in the United States.” 


November 4, Thirty-First Sunday in 
Ordinary Time (Deuteronomy 6:2-6; 
Hebrews 7:23-28; Mark 12:28-34). 


Is love enough? Jesus apparently says 
that it is. The scribe asked him which is 
“the first of all the commandments,” and 
the reply is love. 


Now this could suggest that other things 
were necessary but that none was: as 
important as love of God and neighbor. In 
that case, love would not be enough. 


There is good reason, however, for 
thinking that there is more to it than that. 
We know, from other sources, that Jewish 
teachers at the tine of Jesus were 
frequently asked to ,ropose a “one line” 
summary of the Law. What command- 
ment could be said to contain all the 
others? 


We can understand this concern. By 
Jesus’ time some industrious rabbi had 
figured out that there were some 613 
precepts altogether in the Mosaic Law. If 
they all had to be observed for salvation, 


Sunday Readings 


Translated, this means: Daily and 
weekly experience has shown some 
dissatisfaction with minor elements; for 
example, the possibility of making the 
introductory penitential rite more flexible; 
how often the “Glory to God” should be 
used; where is the best place for the sign of 
peace? So this study is no liturgical “big 
deal.” 


And, in contrast to the horrible blunders 
introducing changes back in the 60s, we'll 
not only be instructed about them but will 
see them as a whole.

Q: Why do we have four Gospels instead 
of just one? 


A: The four Gospels are compilations 
ascribed to, but not necessarily written by, 
Matthew, Mark, Luke and John. Each 
Gospel had a complete plan and purpose 
in mind and was thus deliberately and 
consciously edited. 


it would’seem that the first necessary step 
to salvation was a good memory. 


Clearly, a “Reader's Digest” version of 
the Law .would be something eagerly 
sought. In fact, one rabbi was asked to 
sum up the Law while standing on one leg. 
That would ensure brevity! 


Given this propensity at the time for 
summaries of the Law, we can be sure that 
this is what the scribe was asking of Jesus. 
Not just the greatest, but also the all- 
inclusive commandment is what he 
wanted. 


Jesus does provide such a summary. 
But He does so with two commandments, 
not just one. In our reading this is evident 
from the fact that Jesus refers to “the first” 
and “the second.” Love God and neighbor. 
So, love is enough, if it includes both 


kinds, Jesus would be saying. 

It is important to note that both loves are 
mentioned. They are not the same, as 
some have claimed. They would say love 
of neighbor is enough. Love of God is just 
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The Biblical Commission explained this 
in 1964: “The things which concerned the 
Lord Jesus were committed to writing by 


. the sacred author in four Gospels for the 


benefit of the churches, with a. method 
suited to the peculiar purpose which each 
author set for himself. 


“From what they had received, the 
sacred writers selected the things which 
were suited to the situations of the faithful 
and to the purpose which they had in 
mind, and adapted their narration of them 
to the same situation and purpose. 


“Since the meaning of a statement also 
depends on the words and deeds of our 
Savior, they explained these now in one 
context, now in another, depending on 
their usefulness to the readers.” 


Many centuries ago there was an 
attempt made to distill the four Gospels 
into one continuous narrative taking, as it 
were, “the best for each” and discarding 
the rest. This was a short-lived movement 


Love can be more than enough 


an outmoded way of saying love of 
neighbor. 


You can’t even see God. So why waste 
time trying to love Him when our fellow 
human beings need all the love we can 
give them? Some proponents of a 
“liberation theology” have argued in this 
way. 


Our first response is that Jesus very 
deliberately mentions both loves, as we 
have noted. By saying “first” and “second” 
He is indicating a separation, not an 
identification. He could very well be 
responding to a form of secular humanism 
which would call love of God obsolete. 


No, He says, not only is love of neighbor 
not enough; love of God is also necessary 
and it is “first.” 


We would also have to say that the two 
cannot be identical because of the 
difference in the objects of love. Love of 
the infinite, totally transcendent Lord is a 
wholly self-surrendering love. The totality 
of this love is demonstrated in the words, 
“with all your heart, soul, mind, strength.” 


and was repudiated by the church 
because it endangered the separate 
identities and witness value of the 
compilers of the inspired word.

There is something even more 
important in all of this. Jesus begins His 
summary by saying, “The Lord our God is 
Lord alone!” 


In saying “Lord” he is not just saying 
“infinite creator.” He is saying “loving, 
saving God,” the One who reached into our 


- lives with the most magnificent display of 


love one could imagine. 


That is the meaning of “Lord,” both for 
the Deuteronomist in our first reading and 


_ for Jesus in the Gospel. 


Jesus quotes this passage here because 
He knows that the commandments to love 
God and neighbor flow from the 
energizing, empowering love that the Lord 
has for us. Because of that enabling divine 
love, Jesus can say, “Therefore you shall 
love.” 


Is love enough? If we mean only our love 
of God and of neighbor, it is not only not 
enough; it isn’t even possible. But in 
accepting God’s love of ourselves, then 
our love of God and neighbor is possible 
and is more than enough.

Life can be confusing. For some people 


_the unexpected seems always to be 


happening and for most of us the 
unpredictable occurs often enough for us 
to feel non-plussed—a good old- 
fashioned term that means more than 
“negative.”

| doubt if there’s one among us who 
didn’t say, aldud or inwardly, at some time 
in our early parenting, “I’m never going to 
order my children around. Rather I'll ask 
them politely to carry out my wishes.”

Perhaps we have slipped into 
a narrower view of our responsibilities and 
have limited our mission and potential. 
Perhaps we have needed to be jolted into 
challenge. 


much faster way of damming up breakfast 
milk than, “Sweetie, if you don’t mind, 
please get the mop before the milk rolls 
any farther onto the living room carpet.

Or take the common situation of giving 
several children orders at once.

WHAT WE ARE doing today, here, may 
be exactly what God needs us to do, here 
and now. It may not be what He has in 
mind for tomorrow. And we need to be 
reminded of that. 


The Scriptures are full of admonitions to 
“be alert” and “keep watchful,” probably 
because we are a sluggish lot who ask.as 
little as possible of ourselves. Sometimes 
the changes imposed on us with their 
assault on security and complacency are

One day they entertained us with 
glimpses of their reactions to my 
techniques.

Vatican issues document on catechetics 


VATICAN CITY (NC) —In 
a major document Pope 
John Paul Il says catechet- 
ics must present “organic 
and systematic Christian 
instruction.” 


The pope also warns 
against “the tendency in 
various quarters to mini- 
mize its importance.” The 


papal document was made . 


public Oct. 25. 


THE CHURCH must 
“offer catechesis her best 
resources in people and 


energy, without sparing 
effort, toil or material 
means,” says the docu- 
ment. 


The document, an apost- 
olic exhortation addressed 
“to the episcopate, the 
clergy and the faithful of the 
entire Catholic Church,” is 
titled in Latin “Catechesi 
Tradendae.” 


It has no official English 
title. The Latin title means 
“handing on the teaching.” 


The exhortation was 
dated Oct. 16. It was 
released simultaneously in 
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interest.

THE DOCUMENT was 
written in response to and 
on.the basis of the 1977 
world Synod of Bishops, 
which discussed cateche- 
sis, especially of the young. 


The document balances 
encouragement of new 
methods and approaches 
to catechetics with re- 
peated insistence that no 
methodology or approach 
can “endanger integrity of 
content” or substitute the 
personal views of’ the 


catechist for the teachings 
revealed through Scripture 
and developed by church 
tradition. 


The pope warns against 
“the abandonment of 
serious and orderly study of 
the message of Christinthe 
name of a method concen- 
trating on life experience.” 


“AUTHENTIC catechesis 
is always an orderly and 
systematic initiation into 
the revelation that God has 
given of himself to human- 
ity in Christ Jesus,” the 
document says.

This catechesis, the 
document says, must be 
“systematic, not impro- 
vised,” and it must “deal 
with essentials” and not be 
theological research or 
discussion of all disputed 
questions. 


IT “MUST nevertheless 
be sufficiently complete,” 
adds the document, and 
“must be an integral 
Christian initiation open to 
all the other factors of 
Christian life.” 


The pontiff told bishops 
to “let the concern to foster 
active and effective cate- 
chesis yield to no other care 
whatever in any way.” 


He told priests that they 
have a special call to be 
“instructors in the faith.” 


“WITH ALL my strength | 
beg of you, ministers of 
Jesus Christ: do not, for 
lack of zeal or because of 
some unfortunate precon- 
ceived idea, leave the 
faithful without cateche- 
sis,” the pope told priests. 


He said that men and 
women religious have hada 
long tradition’ of commit- 
ment to catechetical activ- 
ity and asked them to 
remain committed to that 
apostolate. 


He had a special word of
